Matthew J. Dragicevioh, chair­ 
man of the committee, told the 
council that the committee met 
every -Monday night for a total of 
16 weeks to complete the project 
vhich was to correct three areas 
of criticism in the present ordi­ 
nance. 
THE THREE AREAS were set 
out by the committee as: (a) to 
eliminate existing inequities with­ 
in the present licensing frame­ 
work; (b) to codify and update 
the cumbersome and antiquated 
ordinance provisions; and 1 c> to 
establish a consistent basis for the 
license tax. 
After the many hours of study 
and investigation on the part of 
the committee, they submitted 
five specific recommendations for 
council determination: 
—THAT THE PRESENT ordi­ 
nance as revised be adopted for 
the coming year; that the words 
"business license fees” be changed 
to "business license tax;'' that a 
study be made toward adopting 
a gross receipts license tax based 
on the League of California Cities 
Business License Tax report; and 
that all persons being licensed in 
1960-61 fiscal year make a gross 
receipts report for the previous 
calendar year on forms to be sup­ 
plied by the city. 
—That a booklet be prepared 
summarizing licensing provisions 
and be made 
available to all 
licensees and prospective licensees; 
—That a Board of Review be es­ 
tablished to evaluate and revise 
license procedures and review 
apparent inequities; 
—THAT ENFORCEMENT provi­ 
sions be given careful review with 
the purpose of accompanying bet­ 
ter utilization of police officers as 
license inspectors, especially in the 
area of out-of-town delivery ve­ 
hicles; and also that the City Coun­ 
cil Instruct the City Attorney to 
employ the civil process for the 
enforcemertt of a business licease 
tax ordinance; 
—That decals be tred Instead 
of metal tags for vehicles requir­ 
ing tags.
